THE  COFER  FAMILY 


THE  COFER  FAMILY  came  to  California  in  early  pioneer  days.  In  1852  George 
Cofer,  a  native  of  Missouri,  drove  across  the  plains  with  oxen  and  found  a 
location  in  Sonoma  County,  where  he  began  the  development  of  a  raw  tract 
of  land.  After  coming  west  he  met  and  married  Nancy  Peters,  who  was  born 
and  reared  in  Missouri.  He  carried  on  farm  pursuits  for  awhile  but  a  love 
for  travel  finally  induced  him  to  make  a  trip  to  South  America,  and  to 
other  points.  Eventually  he  came  back  to  California  in  1884  and  established 
his  home  near  Red  Bluff,  where  he  passed  away  in  1897  at  age  of  sixty-seven. 

Charles  L.  Cofer,  a  son  of  George  Cofer  was  b.  in  Sonoma  Co.,  Calif.,  Nov. 

23,  1868.  In  1884  the  father  and  son  each  took  up  one  hundred  sixty  acres 
of  land  from  the  government,  and  the  latter  maintained  a  supervision  of  the 
entire  tract.  A  short  time  before  his  father's  death  he  purchased  the  tract 
which  he  had  entered  and  thus  acquired  the  title  to  one-half  section  of  land, 
the  same  comprising  his  home  ranch,  which  he  named  the  Summit  Ranch.  This 
ranch  is  situated  on  a  high  elevation  at  the  head  of  the  Sacramento  Valley 
and  affords  a  magnificent  view  in  every  direction. 

In  November  1898  Charles  L.  Cofer  married  Miss  Mattie  Warden,  a  native  of 
Mass.  To  this  union  six  children  were  born:  Lucy  May,  Mattie  Helen,  Anna 
Ruth,  Charles  Lemuel,  Windsor  Dwight  and  Vivian  Mabel. 

Anna  Ruth  Cofer,  June  23,  1939,  married  Alden  Boyden  Casady,  a  grandson  of 
Bneline  Halsted  Davis.  In  the  fall  of  1949  they  removed  from  Oakland  to 
Red  Bluff  and  have  established  their  home  at  the  Summit  Ranch  near  Red  Bluff.

EMELINE  HALSTED  DAVIS  was  a  descendant  of  many  of  the  "First  Families  in 
America".  These  ancestors  came  mostly  from  England  and  settled  in  America 
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in  the  1630*8  and  40  *s,  established  communities  and  towns,  served  in  the  early 
assemblies  and  fought  in  the  Colonial  wars;  later  some  of  their  descendants 
served  their  country  in  high  positions  of  state;  many  were  Supreme  Court 
Judges,  several  were  Governors  of  States,  some  were  Cabinet  Members,  etc. 

In  the  professional  field  many  achieved  highest  honors:  Educators,  Scien¬ 
tists,  Authors,  etc.
